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REPORT  OF  THE  CHICHESTER  VOLUNTEER 
FIRE  DEPARTMENT 


As  Chief  of  the  Chichester  Volunteer  Fire  Depart- 
ment for  1954,  I  would  like  to  dedicate  this  report 
to  all  of  those  persons  who  have  donated  lumber,  money 
or  their  time  and  effort  towards  our  new  fire  house. 
As  I  write  this  report  I  look  back  one  year  and  can 
remember  seeing  some  of  the  firemen  and  friends  of  the 
Department  start  for  the  woods  to  start  cutting  the 
first  trees  donated  towards  this  project.  From  the  be- 
ginning we  and  our  friends  have  cut,  yarded,  trucked, 
sawed,  stuck,  dried,  sized  and  retrucked  the  lumber 
(with  the  exceptions  of  some  floor  stringers)  to  the  fire 
house  site.  The  foundation  for  the  new  building  was 
poured  and  after  the  sides  were  partly  up  we  tore  down 
the  old  one.  Soon  it  was  boarded  in,  the  roof  was  on 
and  the  fire  trucks  were  in  the  new  building  ready 
for  action.  Then  the  doors,  windows,  insulation,  lights 
and  wiring  were  added.  Next  we  added  a  new  hot 
air  heating  system  which  was  donated  by  The  Ladies' 
Auxiliary  to  our  Department. 

At  this  writing  we  have  all  of  the  upstairs  left  to 
finish  and  also  a  new  cement  floor  to  lay  downstairs. 

Besides  doing  all  this  work  your  Department  was 
called  out  during  the  past  year  for  seven  house  fires, 
two  chimney  fires,  three  grass  fires,  one  car  fire  and 
for  two  overheated  stoves. 

On  behalf  of  the  Department  I  wish  to  extend  sin- 
cere thanks  to  those  who  donated  money  (which 
amounted  to  $73.50),  to  those  who  donated  the  lum- 
ber, to  The  Ladies'  Auxiliary,  (for  the  heating  system 
and  the  lunches  sent  us  while  working  on  the  build- 
ing), to  those  firemen  who  gave  of  their  labor  and 
time  and  to  all  the  others  who  in  any  way  helped  us 
get  this  building  erected. 

It  is  with  regret  that  I  speak  of  the  passing  of  one 
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of  our  Officers,  Lieutenant  Dean  Ordway,  who  was 
interested  in  our  plans  for  our  new  fire  house  and 
would  have  liked  to  have  seen  the  building  as  it  now 
stands. 

In  closing  may  I  leave  the  thought  with  you  that 
The  Department  will,  in  the  near  future  need  at  least 
500  feet  of  new  hose  (to  replace  that  which  has  de- 
teriorated and  burst).  Also  I  would  suggest  an  asbestos 
suit  which  costs  about  $20.00,  be  provided.  This  would 
allow  a  fireman  to  reach  into  a  burning  car  or  go  into 
a  burning  building  and  carry  a  person  to  safety,  where 
otherwise  he  would  be  unable  to  perform  this  task. 
Also  we  should  have  a  new  type  nozzle  which  has  just 
been  put  on  the  market  (for  about  $50.00)  which  would 
alloAV  us  to  apply  foam  to  gasoline  fires  or  wherever 
else  it  might  be  needed  with  our  high  pressure  line.

People  Play  a  Vital  Part  in  Our  Forest  Fire  Problems 


A  review  of  the  1953  fire  season  proves  the  vital  part 
people  play  in  the  never  ending  battle  to  prevent  forest 
fires. 

In  this  fire  district  there  were  133  fires  in  26  of  the 
district's  30  towns;  409  acres  were  burned  over  and 
it  cost  $9,499.97  to  extinguish  them.  This  figure  was 
reduced  somewhat  through  payment  of  fire  costs  by 
persons  responsible  for  illegal  fires,  fires  which  escaped 
from  control  and  fires  caused  by  their  carelessness. 
Costs  were  abnormally  high  this  year  due  to  protracted 
periods  of  dry  weather  which  increased  the  difficulty  of 
extinguishing  fires. 

Eighty-eight  percent  of  the  133  fires  were  man- 
caused  and  could  have  been  prevented.  They  tell  a 
story  which  needs  to  be  carefully  studied.  Some  people 
were  careless  in  disposing  of  smoking  material  and 
camp  fires;  others  burned  without  the  required  warden 
permit  —  disregarding  weather,  forest  conditions  and 
the  normal  safeguards  recognized  and  considered  by 
the  warden  in  issuing  permits.  Other  fires  resulted 
from  children  playing  with  matches,  carelessly  handled 
fireworks,    faulty   railroad   and   truck   equipment,   etc. 

These  fires  cost  a  lot  to  extinguish,  most  of  which 
could  have  been  avoided  —  this  affects  taxes;  local 
business  was  interrupted  by  men  leaving  their  jobs 
to  extinguish  the  fires;  trees  that  might  otherwise  have 
built  houses,  repaired  bridges  and  supplied  raw  ma- 
terials for  local  industries  were  destroyed;  seedling 
growth  —  the  future  timber  crop  was  wiped  out. 

This  picture  can,  however,  be  reversed  if  people 
who  offend  could  be  impressed  with  the  importance 
of  observing  the  simple  but  essential  common  sense 
safeguards  that  will  prevent  forest  fires.  They  are: 

1.    Care  in  disposing  of  lighted  cigars,  cigarettes  and 
matches  in  and  near  woodlands. 
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2.  Care  in  selecting  camp  fire  sites  and  completely 
extinguishing  them. 

3.  Consultation   with    the   local   forest   fire   warden 
before  burning  to  secure  the  required  permit. 

People  play  a  vital  part  in  our  forest  fire  problem. 
It  is  EVERYONE'S  job  to  HELP  PREVENT  FOR- 
EST FIRES.

OF  SCHOOLS 


To  the  School  Board  and  Citizens  of  Chichester: 

It  is  a  pleasure  and  a  privilege  to  report  to  you  again 
the  condition  of  your  school. 

It  is  my  honest  opinion  that  it  is  in  excellent  con- 
dition at  the  present  time.  The  staff  is  an  admirable 
one,  headed  by  a  capable  young  educator  and  ably  as- 
sisted by  well  prepared  and  experienced  teachers.  The 
morale  of  the  system  is  high,  the  instruction  thorough 
and  meaningful. 

You  have,  through  your  foresight  and  generosity, 
made  possible  the  enlargement  of  the  staff  this  year 
and  in  this  way  greatly  helped  to  take  care  of  the 
crowded  condition  of  the  first  grade,  which  was  a  seri- 
ous problem  last  year. 

A  nice  adjustment  has  been  made  to  handle  the 
pupils  in  the  hot  lunch  program  and  an  increasing 
number  are  being  given  a  hot  meal  every  day. 

Your  budget  for  next  year  reflects  a  rise  in  high 
school  tuition  costs  that  is  beyond  your  control. 

It  is  my  belief  that  you  should  consider  increasing 
the  amount  appropriated  for  custodial  service.  You 
have  a  new  building  and  it  should  be  kept  clean.  For 
a  part  of  the  year  it  was  not;  but,  fortunately,  we  se- 
cured the  help  of  a  local  citizen  who  is  now  doing  a 
wonderful  job  for  you.  The  cost  of  such  services  is 
actually  more  than  the  amoimt  budgeted.  It  is  prudent 
spending  to  care  for  such  a  building  in  a  manner  be- 
fitting it.  Children  should  attend  schools  that  are 
clean,  well  equipped  and  cheerful.  Parents  and  citi- 
zens also  take  pride  in  having  such  schools  well  cared 
for. 
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You  are  invited  also  to  consider  paying  better  sal- 
aries for  your  teachers.  They  are  worth  more  to  you 
than  you  may  at  first  think.  They  spend  much  time, 
thought  and  effort  caring  for  your  children.  Now  that 
you  have  good  teachers,  I  recommend  that  you  encour- 
age them  to  remain  with  you  by  paying  them  as  much 
as  you  can  afford. 

A  community's  school  is  one  great  bulwark  of  its 
intellectual  life.  It  should  reflect  the  culture  of  its  peo- 
ple and  their  desires  and  aspirations  for  their  children. 
Wise  parents  are  fully  aware  of  this  fact  and  are  con- 
sequently zealous  in  their  efforts  to  have  their  schools 
reflect  their  thinking.
